EDUCATIONAL CIRCLES EXCITED 'VER | 
LIGHTNING ARITHMETIC. I 


Educational circle* ore la a pitch ct 
fxcifement over the introduction in th«* 
public schools of Chicago of a system of 
instruction in whnt may be termed 
lightning arithmetic. Many of thoee 
interested maintain that the proposition 
is impracticable on the theory thnt only 
snch persons as have natural arithmet¬ 
ical genius eon bo able to use to advan¬ 
tage any sort of rapid calculation.

His 
werk has not been on the fancy order, 
but si might forward use of rapid meth¬ 
ods In practical business. Having seen 
Mr. Uiuklo add., subtract, divide and 
multiply long' lints of figures in billiug 
out goods of all sorts as fust us bis as¬ 
sistant could call them off to him, and 
in BOO pages of ledger accounts having 
made not one single mistake, Tbo-Dis- 
patch was interested to know whether 
tbe system mentioned in Chicago was
